GERMANS ARE IN VERSAILLES 



Meet Represr ntativea of th* Allies and 
Present Credential! — Plan for Try. 
Ing Former Kaiser — Great 
Bomb Plot m America At- 
tribute* to Radlcala. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD 

In the Interest of nn enrly |ieaee nnd 
of the successful or.'uni ration of tbe 
league of nations. President Wilson re- 
laxed lust v.ok somewhat from hi* 
hitherto uncompromising attitude In 
the mutter of secret treaties and self 
determination. As a result Hie contro- 
versy over Kin ill 'ban and the Shan- 
tung peninsula wn* ended In favor of 
Japan, which I* t<> get all the old <',,t 
man concessions nm| grants. The t'til- 
nese delegation argued and pr,>te«t.-d 
In vain, and there was an Intimation 
that, though It would not wlthdni* 
from tlm conference. It would appeal 
to the I'hltod Slates senate. 

Viscount CMtlda successfully object- 
ed to the publication of the treaty of 
I!'l." which was Impo-ed on China, and 
the two countries will be left to agree 
on the detail* of carrying out that 
pnet and the agreement of WIS. The 
BB sJ'rBtB Bdtog N that the city of Kl.ni- 
Chau will be given back to China, but 
that Japan will retain the port privi- 
leges. More Important nr- the right* 
.Iiipan obtain* In the Shnntnng district. 
Including the most valuable railway 
and mineral BBMBBBNBMa 

since Oraal Brltala virtually refu*..d 

to support the American contention In 
favor of Chlnn nnd evidently Intended 
to stand hy her .la panes., alliance, and 
n* Japan made It clenr that If h<-r de- 
mnmls w . ro BajBCBBl she would not re- 
main In either the peace BBBJBBMBJBB 
or the league of nations, there wn* 
nothing for Mr. Wilson to do but 
yield, and thus om*. of the most serious 
disputes of the conference wns settled. 
The American delegation considered 
the agreement the best |sis*lhlc to be 
ohtnlned, nnd confidence I* felt thnt 
the league of nations will be able to 
protect China's rights fully In the fu- 
ture. The Japanese military force* 
are to In- withdrawn from Shantung as 
*l>oo.llly ua possible. 

If the Italian controversy enn he set- 
tled rs well as this the peace makers 
may rertalnly congratulate themselves, 
hut at this writing tbe end of thnt dis- 
pute la not In eight. The Italian dele- 
gation, returning home, was accorded 
wildly enthusiastic reception* every- 
where, and the parliament gave Pre- 
mier Orlando a vote of confidence, only 
a small group of S.M-lnllst* opposing. 
It wa* expected that OHBJMJJB nnd hi* 
colleague*, slrengtben.il by this vote, 
would go buck to I'nris and resume 
their efforts to put through the Itnllnn 
Halms; but Wilson. Lloyd Ceorge nnd 
Clemenceatl. according to report*, were 
as firm na ever in the determination 
that Flume should not he given to 
Italy. The probable outcome. It was 
predicted, would be the Internationali- 
zation of that poit. 

In his memorandum to Orlando Mr

Judges ond 
wealthy men. nnd only the failure to 
attach sultl, -lent postage prevented the 
murder or 'maiming of many of the In- 
tended victims. Practically all of 
those whose death was thus sought 
have been concerned In some way 
with the prosecution or deportation 
of members of the L W. W. and other 
rndl.nls. as the source of the bombs 
la not far to seek. The reds had 
threatened n detnonstrntlon on May 1 
In behalf of Thomas J. Mooney and 
others convicted of the San Francisco 
bomb outrage, and Eugene V. Deha, 
when sent to prison for violating the 
espionage act. had voiced a similar 
threat. Investigation showed the 
bombs had been mailed on different 
days with the evident plan that they 
should be received hy the victims on 
the some day. The Socialist* denied 
any part In the plot or any knowledge 
of It, but Its discovery and the general 
feeling of Indignation It amused result- 
ed In the suppression of their plans for 
elaborate May day celebrations in va- 
rious Cities. 

Two great disaster* occurred last 
week on opposite sides of the globe.

The gape worms attach them- 
selves to the windpipe and cause 
the rhick to choke or breathe 
rather hard. These worms com" 
from the soil and tho problem of 
petting rid of them is a matter of 
sanitary soil. The best way is to 
move the chicks on new, clean 
land each season. The old and in- 
fested land should be covered with 
slacked lime, plowed and planted to 
a crop. The whole chick disease 
problem thins down to one word- 
sanitation, which means prevention.
